‘Mall report’ sought 
soon by councilwoman

With limited reports avail¬ 
able concerning the demise of 
Tanger Corp. plans to con¬ 
struct an outlet mall in Ro¬ 
mulus, Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak asked Monday night for 
updated plans from Florida 
developer E. Llwyd Eccelstone 
Jr. 


Mayor William Oakley, who 
said he is not sure what caused 
the mall construction talks to 
collapse, told Romak he would 
seek to get someone involved 
in the project to appear before 
the council in the near future. 

Since the council does not 
meet Monday, the earliest such 
a report could happen would

Strong hopes that more up¬ 
scale homes would be added 
to Romulus were boosted 
Tuesday, as Mayor William 
Oakley and other area leaders 
broke ground for two planned 
subdivisions. 

With the groundbreaking 
came the expressed need for 
“more rooftops” in Romulus to 
create additional commercial 
development. 

Oakley’s statement on “roof¬ 
tops” refers to the need for 
more Romulus population cur¬ 
rently resting at 22,000-23,000. 

That people figure has been 
listed by commercial devel¬ 
opers as one of the main rea- 
sons, malls and other 
commercial sites are not rush¬ 
ing to locate within the city 

The mayor hinted that 
might have been one of the ele¬ 
ments of contention between 
parties involved in opening an 
outlet mall in Romulus by the 
year 2000. 

Oakley forecast at the 
groundbreaking that the day 
may soon come -- with added 
subdivisions opening - that 
mall operators may then come 
to Romulus City Hall, rather 
than the other way around. 

Greater Romulus Chamber 
of Commerce President Larry 
Williams also was on hand to 
cite Graham A. Orley of Elro 
Corp. for investing $25 mililon 
in the planned housing subdi¬ 
visions. 

Williams added upcoming 
residents of these new housing 
units will “find the rural and 
urban amenities of this area 
probably are the best and most 
convenient of anywhere in 
Southeast Michigan.’' 

Williams also cited the

proximity of both local schools 
and a Wayne County Commu¬ 
nity College campus, less than 
two miles away.

The housing units will be 
known as The Farms and The 
Commons and will be devel¬ 
oped on Cogswell road, just 
south of Ecorse road by Elro 
Corp. of Troy. 

The subdivisions will be lo¬ 
cated in the Wick Elementary 
School area. 

Richard A. Schoenherr, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of Elro 
Corp, revealed last week the 
subdivisions’ groundbreaking 
was the first in Romulus in 
three decades. 

The Farms 44 housing units 
will be constructed first and 
will be located on the east side 
of Cogswell road. 

Later this year work will be¬ 
gin on The Commons 87 home 
sites, on the westside of 
Cogswell road. 

The combined plans call for 
130 homes site on 47 acres. 

The homes will be designed 
and built by Creative Struc¬ 
tures Inc. of Plymouth. Homes 
on The Farms are expected to 
start at $169,000. 


They will include 1,300 
square foot ranch home styles 
with extra large kitchens, first 
floor laundrys and a master 
suite featuring a walk-in closet 
and private bath. 

The homes also will include 
maintenance free exteriors 
and Anderson windows. 

The houses will be located 
on lots bearing a minimum of 
9,100 square feet (70 by 130 
feet). 

Schoenherr is confident his 
firm’s $25 million investment 
will be accepted by today’s 
homebuyers. “It will give cur¬ 
rent area residents a chance to 
stay in Romulus if they are 
looking for more upscale hous¬ 
ing and it will give persons 
now employed in the Romulus 
area (including those at De¬ 
troit Metro Airport) a chance 
to live closer to their jobs.” 

The Farms development 
plans -- which began several 
years ago - are slated to be 
completed in 12 to 18 months, 
Schoenherr said, and current 
low mortgage rates should en¬ 
hance that effort. 

Three models will soon be 
on display including - The 
Pickford, a 1 1/2 story three 
bedroom home; The Rollins , a 
ranch style home with fenced 
in walkway; and The Hawt¬ 
horne, a raised ranch with 
front steps to main front door¬ 
way area. 

As a sidelight, the adjacent 
Rudgate manufactured home 
development’s 650 units are 
now filled, Schoenherr said. 
That subdivision is in the 
Wayne-Westland school dis¬ 
trict.

Laser pointing devices 
facing key restrictions

While political finger point¬ 
ing will still be allowed...a sim- 
ilar style of laser beam 
pointing at persons or animals 
is now outlawed in Romulus. 

The Romulus City Council 
— similar to other governmen¬ 
tal bodies across the state and 
nation -- are tightening up the 
illicit use of those laser 
markers. 

The markers are those used 
by business and other profes¬ 
sional speakers to highlight 
items on blackboards or other 
displays during their talks to 
small and large groups. 

Romulus Councilman Do¬ 
nald Morris told his colleagues 
last Monday that a youth used 
his laser stick to distort vision

in his (Morris) right eye, while 
he was sitting in a Florida res¬ 
taurant during the recent 


Christmas holidays. 

According to the pending 
law change, “it shall be unlaw¬ 
ful for any person to focus, 
point or shine a laser beam di¬ 
rectly or indirectly on another 
person or animal in such a 
manner as to harass, annoy or 
injure said person or animal.” 

A “B” part of section one of 
the ordinance also states “it 
shall be unlawful for any per¬ 
son under the age of 18 years to 
possess a laser pointing de¬ 
vice. A person shall not be in 
violation of this section for his/ 
her employment, trade or oc¬ 
cupation and it is necessary 
for the laser pointing device to 
be carried on his/her person.” 

The introduction of the or¬ 
dinance change was approved 
by a 7-0 last week. The second 
and final vote was taken Mon¬ 
day night.

Long-term Romulus busi¬ 
nessman and church activisi. 
Harley Savage, 70, lost his bout 
with leukemia on Friday while 
undergoing treatment in 
Texas. 

Mr. Savage, husband of Eliz¬ 
abeth Jean Savage of Edgewa- 
ter, Fla., operated the Savage 
Hitch Shop on Goddard road 
for about 35 years. 

His business property was 
impacted earlier this decade, 
when Detroit Metro Airport of¬ 
ficials announced they needed 
that portion of Goddard road 
for their expansion plans -- 
and the future erection of a 
fourth parallel runway. 

The shop property was offi¬ 
cially turned over to Wayne 
County last July. 

Mr. Savage used his me¬ 
chanical talents to aid his 
church - the Community 


United Methodist Church of 
Romulus -- and both he and his 
his wife, Jean, were former 
members of the church choir. 
He also was a member of the 
church’s Men’s Club. 

Upon meeting Mr. Savage 
for the first time during the 
ministry of Rev. J.D. Landis, he 
told this writer “our goal is to 
have the image of being the 
friendliest church in town!” 

Mr. Savage’s memory was 
cited Monday night by City 
Councilmen LeRoy Burcroff 
and William Wadsworth -- who 
both knew the businessman 
for many years. 


Burcroff urged his fellow 
councilmen to pass a memo¬ 
rial resolution for Mr. Savage 
and Wadsworth praised his 
“role as a businessman, father 
and grandfather. 

Mr. Savage also was a for¬ 
mer member of the old Ro¬ 
mulus Jaycees organization. 

He was born on Nov. 22,1928 
in Romulus and graduated 
from Romulus High School in 
1945. He starred on both the 
track and football teams there. 

His wife said “he really 
loved retirement after working 
more than 60 hours a week for 
many years. He loved cycling 


and often did it 20-25 miles a 
day once we moved to Flor- 
ida.” 

“He was just a good friend,” 
Jean said, “and I still remem¬ 
ber sitting in the hospital wait- 
ing rooms as our 
grandchildren were about to 
be born.” 

He has four sons: Curtis J. of 
Escanaba, Christopher T. of 
Taylor, Keith J. of Taylor and 
Harley G. Savage Jr. of Ham- 
tramck; three daughters, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Fay (Thomas) 
Cooney of Livonia, Margaret A. 
Savage of Detroit, and Mary E. 
(Tim) Bird of Ida, Mich.; a sis¬ 
ter, Phyllis M. Savage of Dear- 
born; and three 
grandchildren. 

The funeral will be held to¬ 
morrow at noon at the Commu¬ 
nity United Methodist Church 
with the Rev. William Kren of¬ 
ficiating. 

Interment will be in Hill¬ 
side Cemetery of Belleville.

Romulus teacher seeking 
to help leukemia victim

Barth Elementary School 
physical education teacher 
Sheila Stasak is planning to 
take part in a June 6 century 
ride in Lake Tahoe, Nev. to aid 
the Leukemia Society of Amer¬ 
ica. 

The Romulus teacher re¬ 
vealed that she has joined a 
team of eight individuals to aid 
their “honored patient” Mon¬ 
ica — a 19-year-old Monroe 
Community College student, 
who was diagnosed three years 
ago with ALL - Acute Lympho¬ 
cytic Leukemia. 

The disease is a malignant 
disorder marked by an in¬ 
crease in white blood cells 
called lymphocytes - that are 
produced in bone marrow and 
lymph glands. 

Most of them are produced 
abnormally or immaturely in 
lymphocytic leukemia. 

Approximately 4,000 new 
ALL cases will be diagnosed 
this year. Cancer specialists 
say that there is no way to pre¬ 
vent leukemia at this time...but 
it can be treated effectively. 

Thankfully after two and a 
‘ half years of treatment, Monica 
is now in remission, Stasek re¬ 
lates, and after five years she 
will be considered cured. 

“Monica is fortunate to be 
alive,” Stasek said, “although 
she has suffered through many 
uncomfortable medical treat¬ 
ments including chemo¬ 
therapy, blood transfusions 
and bone marrow tests.” 

Currently she is awaiting re¬ 
constructive surgery to repair 
damage to her jaw bone due to 
an infection she had while re¬ 
ceiving chemo. 

“This same infection trav¬ 
eled to her brain and was life 
threatening,” Stasek added. 
“In fact, Monica is the only 
known survivor of this type of 
brain infection.”

Her personal lifestyle has 
helped Monica determine her 
future goals and she now plans 
to be a “childhood specialist.” 

In that role she would inter¬ 
act in the children’s play¬ 
rooms, explain their medical 
treatments to them, attend 
medical procedures with the 
patients and plan their holi¬ 
days, birthdays and last chemo 
parties. 

Stasek revealed she met 
Monica after joining the Team 
in Training (TNT). 

The program began back in 
1988 when founder Bruce Cle- 
land (a New York City mara¬ 
thon participant) found his 
daughter had ALL. 

The first year TNT raised 
$320,000, Stasek said, and this 
year’s goal has soared to $65 
million. 

TNT participants undergo 
intense personalized training 


to prepare them for the event 
of their choice: a 26.2 mile mar¬ 
athon (running or walking) or a 
100 mile century (cycle) ride 
being held June 6. 

Stasak, who lives in New 
Boston with her husband, Jim, 
and two sons, Jamie and Paul, 
has taught in Romulus schools 
for 23 years. 

She joined the TNT group 
last month and needs to raise 
$3,600 for the leukemia society 
by the end of March. 

In the meantime Stasek 
needs to ride her stationary 
bike 20-25 miles a day in prep¬ 
aration for June 6. 

“Since joining TNT,” Stasek 
states “I have learned of four 
people afflicted with leuke¬ 
mia. One succumbed to the dis¬ 
ease last week.” 

Leukemia does not discrim¬ 
inate according to sex, age, 
race or financial status. 

But Stasek advises “with 
your support the Leukemia So¬ 
ciety will be much closer to 
finding a cure for this deadly 
disease.”

Block canvassing starts at 
the end of this month. Enumer¬ 
ators are paid $11.50 per hour 
plus 32.5 cents per mile.

Census recruiters said “we 
are looking for people who 
may not necessarily be looking 
for work. Since much of this 
work is done in the evenings 
and on weekends, we hire 


many persons who want sup¬ 
plemental income.” 

They add “most of these 
jobs last about six to 12 
weeks.” 

An added issue is that 
Southeast Michigan - and in 
particular the Detroit Metro 
area — needs an accurate 
census count for proper distri¬ 
bution of state and federal 
funds.

For year’s now this writer 
has asked board trustee candi¬ 
dates if they support televising 
Romulus School Board meet¬ 
ings. 

All have said “yes” and yet 
to date no such video transmis¬ 
sion has occurred. 

The main obstacle to such 
meeting televising is Superin¬ 
tendent Dr. William Bedell, 
who has vowed “they won’t 
televise our meetings until af¬ 
ter I retire.” 

While that day is coming 
sooner than later, it is a shame 
that Romulus parents cannot 
watch those board meetings in 
the comfort of their home...as 
they do City Council meetings. 

Bedell, who often is listed 
as the most quotable superin¬ 
tendent in Wayne County by 


Metro area editors, is iron- 
fisted against such an effort. 

For a while though, the Ro¬ 
mulus schools did have an ade¬ 
quate press release system - 
with two to four such press no¬ 
tices arriving on my desk each 
week - many time supple¬ 
mented with photos. 

That cycle ended though re¬ 
cently with the retirement of 
Art McPharlin and informa¬ 
tion from the classrooms has 
been scant at best since. 

If that wasn’t the only bones 
of contention it would not be 
so blatant for local residents, 
but the school board meetings 
(the second and fourth Mon¬ 
days of the month) also fall on 
the same nights as City Council 
meetings. 

Neither side of the govern¬ 
mental cycle wants to budge 
on which should move their 
meeting dates as they were 
years ago. 

That cycle of meetings often 
blocked council and school 
trustees from ever attending 
each others’ meetings. 


Limited info was exchanged 
between the two governmental 
units for several years. 

That vacuum has been 
somewhat alleviated in recent 
months as both sides have 
been meeting periodically on 
the possible creation of a city 
swimming pool(s) and recre¬ 
ation site. 

The question remains how¬ 
ever if other issues have been 
discussed during these meet¬ 
ings. 

If you feel the School Dis¬ 
trict - you gave $45 million ear¬ 
lier this decade - owes you 
more than a quarterly print¬ 
out called The Link, call Bedell 
or his assistant Joel Carr and 
express your feelings. 

One thing I can guarantee - 
they will be asking for more 
funding soon. While the hint is 
it would mean a tax break for 
homeowners, it will cost the lo¬ 
cal businesses. 

If you speak up loud 
enough...who knows you may 
just have to worry about Y2K 
again.

GOP legislature 
makes schools 
top pri@ritf 


Making sure all Michigan 
students have an equal oppor¬ 
tunity to succeed and ensuring 
accountability from school dis¬ 
tricts and administrators are 
top priorities of Senate Repub¬ 
licans, said state Sen. Loren 
Bennett, R-Canton. 

“There has to be accoun¬ 
tability and assurances from 
school districts that they are 
providing the best education 
possible to our children,” said 
Bennett, chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate Education Committee. “We 
are going to raise up those dis¬ 
tricts at the bottom so they 
meet the standards we set for 
all schools in Michigan.” 

Bennett made his comments 
on education during a Capitol 
news conference today where 
Senate Republicans unveiled 
their legislative agenda for the 
90th Legislative Session. Ben¬ 
nett was joined by Senate Ma¬ 
jority Leader Dan L. DeGrow, 
R-Port Huron, as well as chair¬ 
man from key committees that 
will work on legislation to 


achieve the agenda. 

In addition to education re¬ 
form, Senate Republicans an¬ 
nounced plans to lower 
Michigan’s personal income 
tax rate from 4.3 percent to 3.9 
percent, continue welfare re¬ 
forms, toughen laws for people 
who commit crimes against 
children, and fight drug and 
alcohol abuse by minors. 

Benett said he expects Gov¬ 
ernor Engler to use his State of 
the State address Thursday to 
outline several bold education 
reforms. He added the Senate 
and his education committee 
will carefully consider the gov¬ 
ernor’s proposals as they work 
to make these reforms possi¬ 
ble. 

“Tg Michigan families is 
whether their children will re¬ 
ceive a good education.” Ben¬ 
nett said. “We in the Senate 
take those concerns seriously 
and are ready to move forward 
with reforms that put the edu¬ 
cation of our children above 
everything else.”

Pom business makes owners 
rich, and probably innocent 


After reviewing several days of Melody 
Theatre testimony, it has become abundantly 
clear that there is a lot of money to be made 
in the pornography business. It is equally 
clear that operators of pornographic venues 
need only hire powerful high-profile attor¬ 
neys and their likelihood of seeing the inside 
of a jail cell are slim, indeed. 

The owners of the Melody have run a 
sleazy, sex joint on Michigan Avenue for 
years. They take in twelve dollars here, twen¬ 
ty there, and eight over yonder, like an arcade 
takes in quarters. Since they are not a legiti¬ 
mate business, they don’t have many of the 
taxes and other expenses associated with op¬ 
erating a commercial enterprise. They own 
the land and the building the theatre is 
housed in, so the rent monies go right back in¬ 
to their own pockets. 

Police evidence reveals that three deposit 
boxes were raided. One contained $90,000 in 
cash. A second revealed $180,000 in U.S. cur¬ 
rency and a third topped out at $450,000. This, 
allegedly, is cash taken from the Melody by 
it’s owners and stashed for safe keeping, 
earning no interest This could be a drop in 
the bucket. Tax returns allegedly show 
Melody owners reported much more than 
they stashed. If that is the case this business 
returned the type of profits most of us only 
dream of. 

Of course, part of the risk of running this 
type of business is the possibility that police 
and prosecutors will attempt to shut you 
down. Part of your stash is used to retain the 
best lawyers money can buy This is certainly 
the case with the Huleys, owners of the 
Melody. They have a team of defense lawyers 
O.J. would drool over. And these guys know 
the first amendment backwards and for¬ 
wards. If I were a betting man, my odds would 
be 4 to 1 in favor of the defendants in this 
case. 

And you know what, this is sad. The 


Melody Theatre 
has long been an 
eyesore and 
blackeye to the 
Western Wayne 
area. Communi¬ 
ty leaders have 
shouted long 
and hard in an effort to close the pom house. 
To allow Oakland County millionaires to 
come into our community and set up this 
kind of shop is ludicrous. I don’t believe the 
First Amendment was created as a defense 
for these types of individuals. 

I applaud law enforcement officials, com¬ 
munity leaders and prosecutors who are at¬ 
tempting to close the theatre permanently. I 
hope they succeed. 


We reported last week the long awaited 
outlet mall in Romulus is now dead. City offi¬ 
cials have been mute on the subject for some 
time, so the rumors had been swirling for 
awhile. But now Tanger Outlet Mall spokes- 
people have confirmed they will not build in 
Romulus. 

This is bad news for an area that has been 
a harbinger of bad news. That commercial 
site has had several developments planned 
and disbanded dating back to the infamous 
Metro World, a billion dollar, 40,000 employee 
project that was introduced in 1988. 

Unfortunately along the way, the City has 
poured millions into improving the infra¬ 
structure so that developers would have an 
easier time of building their dreams. Despite 
all the failures, it still makes sense for the 
city to shop the site. Maybe it isn’t suita¬ 
ble for Tanger, who might have been 
scared away by Metro Airport’s own 
grandiose shopping center plans, but for 
the right developer it 4s a heckuva site.

High rates of il- 
literacy; second world 
achievement levels; new 
schools that look like ware¬ 
houses; and superintendents 
begging for clown suits. 

It would be bad enough if 
this happened by mistake, but 
it didn’t. This mess evolved 
with the educational bureau¬ 
cracy, which is more compati¬ 
ble with educational decline 
than success. 

However, the lobby spends 
millions of dollars on propa¬ 
ganda to celebrate their 
flawed agenda: small class 



sizes, which prevent teachers 
from having to correct too 
many papers; multicultural- 
ism, whose simplicity relieves 
teachers of the hard work of 
teaching American history 
and western culture; and so¬ 
cial engineering, which cuts 
pesky parents out of the pic¬ 
ture. 

This wasn’t also so. Once 
upon a time, the government 
actually tried to find out what 
works in the classroom. In fact, 
according to Marian Kester 
Coombs writing in the Febru¬ 
ary 1999 issue of Chroncles, 
“the federal government spent 
billions of dollars over three 
decades to study thoroughly 
the question of which teaching 
method best instills knowl¬ 
edge, sharpens cognitive skills, 
and enhances self-esteem in 
young children.” 

Guess what they found out? 

Not what you’d expect lis¬ 
tening to the educational lob¬ 
by, which has been pushing so- 
called “active learning,” a 
method where kids play to 
make learning painless; “af¬ 
fective” teaching, where class¬ 
rooms get touchy-feely; and 
“constructive learning,” where 
kids learn on their own. 

Of course not. 


The research revealed that 
“direct instruction” - basic 
skills taught by a teacher lec¬ 
turing in a formal way - 
works best Having tested over 
700,000 kids, the $1 billion 
study showed that this tradi¬ 
tion teaching method, which is 
so scorned by the educrats, 
brought the achievement of 
disadvantaged kids up to nor¬ 
mal. 

Though this 30-year study 
was the mother of all studies 
on different learning methods, 
its findings have been reject¬ 
ed, probably because if edu¬ 
crats focused on direct instruc¬ 
tion, their world would be 
turned upside down. Pupils 
would learn and families 
would thrive at the expense of 
the educational lobby’s ex¬ 
panding empire. 

Here is where John Engler 
is trying to step in. What he 
does will determine the fate of 
Detroit’s and Inkster’s pupils. 
Either he can steal the lobby’s 
empire and make it his own, 
which would help nobody. Or 
he can convert the schools to 
places of learning by installing 
direct instruction to benefit 
the students. 

As Coombs wrote: Educa¬ 
tors who are more enamored 
of techniques that sound good 
but don’t deliver cannot 
change facts.” 

Let’s hope that Engler will 
do the right thing in Detroit 
and Inkster; then bring direct 
instruction to the ’burbs.

Congresswoman 
Rivers explains 
why she closed 
her Wayne office 

To the Editor: 

Please allow me to respond 
to comments that have ap¬ 
peared in your publication re¬ 
garding the consolidation of 
my 13th District Congressional 
offices. During the break bet¬ 
ween the end of the last Con¬ 
gress and the start of the 106th, 
I did close my office in Wayne, 
as well as the one in Ann Ar¬ 
bor, in order to combine my 
district staff into a single new 
location in Ypsilanti. 

In making this decision, I 
considered all of the things 
that go into making a Congres¬ 
sional office convenient for all 
of the people I represent. 
Finding the best way to use 
taxpayers’ dollars to provide 
the best possible service is im¬ 
portant to me. Therefore, I 
looked to improve my opera¬ 
tion and not just to change it. 

The new office had to be ac¬ 
cessible. Ypsilanti is near the 
actual geographic center of the 
district, and although that lo¬ 
cation happens to be in Wash¬ 
tenaw County, it is also very 
close to Wayne County as well. 
In addition, the new office 
building provides more park¬ 
ing for visitors, especially 
those requiring access for the 
disabled, something that had 
been a problem at my Ann Ar¬ 
bor location. 

Therefore, constituent 
travel will be reduced. Before 
the move, individuals from the 
west side of the district 
needing assistance with immi¬ 
gration and/or veterans' mat¬ 
ters had to travel all the way to 
Wayne to meet with a case¬ 
worker, while those from the 
east side who wished to dis¬ 
cuss social security problems 
had to travel to Ann Arbor for 
help. Relocating to the new 
Ypsilanti office makes it possi¬ 
ble for me to offer all constitu¬ 
ent services in one central lo¬ 
cation while lowering ebsts 
and enlihhcing convenienefe 


for the people I serve. 

Additionally, the new office 
space allows my entire district 
staff to work together at one 
location, eliminating a 40 mile 
commute that was both costly 
and disruptive. 

Unfortunately, the impeach¬ 
ment proceedings in late De- 
cember, the closing of 
government offices between 
Christmas and New Year’s Day, 
and a lengthy problem with 
phone service made it difficult 
to provide extensive notice of 
the move in advance. 

However, keeping in touch 
with my constituents is ex¬ 
tremely important to me, and 
over the last month I have 
made a concerted effort to 
publicize the new location. 
Letters were sent directly to 
elected officials and constitu¬ 
ents with open cases, alerting 
them to the change. An insert 
which gave notice of the move 
was included in response to all 
other constituent mail, and I 
recently sent out a district 
wide mailer in order to reach 
as many people as possible. 
These notices also included in¬ 
vitations to an open house at 
the new office on Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 19. from 4:00 to 7:00 p.m. 

I know that I can’t please ev¬ 
eryone all the time, and I apol¬ 
ogize for any inconvenience or 
misunderstanding that may 
have resulted from the lack of 
advance notice. I see my role 
as the Representative of the 
13th Congressional District to 
do the best I can to serve all 
constituents as fully and fairly 
as possible. I believe that this 
move will allow me to continue 
to do so in a more efficient and 
effective manner. Thank you.

Michigan could ban the im¬ 
port of solid waste if Congress 
gives it the authority to do so 
under legislation introduced 
today by state Sen. Loren Ben¬ 
nett and Rep. Bruce Patterson, 
both from Canton who have 
worked cooperatively on this 
issue for many years. 

'‘Michigan needs to be 
ready to ban out-of-state solid 
waste as soon as it can,” Ben¬ 
nett said. “Dumping out-of- 
state solid waste is a serious 
concern for all Michigan resi¬ 
dents, but it is more so for my 
constituents in western Wayne 
County where several of the 
state’s larger landfills are lo¬ 
cated.” 

The legislation, sponsored 
by Bennett in the Senate and 
Patterson in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, would prohibit a 
hauler from transporting or 
disposing out-of-state solid 


when, in fact, the people are 
impotent in the face of politi¬ 
cal power and its games.

waste in Michigan. Both bills 
also would keep in-state land¬ 
fills from accepting out-of- 
state waste. 

Bennett and Patterson’s 
bills would take effect only if 
the United States Congress al¬ 
lows states to regulate solid 
waste transportation. Cur¬ 
rently, out-of-state waste trans- 
portation and disposal is 
governed by the federal Inters¬ 
tate Commerce Act. 

“We need to protect our 
communities from being 
dumping grounds for other 
states,” Patterson said. “If Con¬ 
gress gives states the authority 
to regulate solid waste trans¬ 
portation, we will be ready to 
do so under these bills.” 

Both bills were referred to 
committees in the respective 
chambers and public hearings 
will be scheduled at a later 
date.

DeHart 
against pay 
raise 

State Representative Eileen 
DeHart (D-Westland) today 
voted to reject a proposed 7 
percent pay raise 
for state legislators. A resolu¬ 
tion to reject the pay raise was 
approved by the House on a 
95-14 vote. 

“I am pleased my House col¬ 
leagues joined me to vote 
down the pay raise,” DeHart 
said. “Automatically accepting 
pay raises ended with term 
limits.” 

Rep. DeHart said she op¬ 
posed a pay raise because she 
felt the tax dollars could be 
better spent on roads, health 
care access and on an income 
tax cut for Michigan’s working 
families. 

“Getting a pay raise before 
we even cast one vote or attend 
a committee meeting of the 
1999-2000 session did not seem 
right to me,” DeHart said. “We 
have several better ways to 
spend that money to benefit 
many Michigan families.” 

“Many working men and wo¬ 
men in my district do not see a 
7 percent raise in their pay- 
checks over a two year pe¬ 
riod,” DeHart said. “I am 
satisfied with the salary I 
make, and I think the proposed 
raise was unmerited.” 

“If the Senate fails to reject 
the pay raise, I will donate the 
increase in my salary to local 
charities. Since I’ve been elec¬ 
ted, all my raises have been 
sent to or used for local chari¬ 
table organizations.”

scene, Williams said, he felt sure 
that with the pending crush of 
90.000 new job applicants coming 
to southeastern Michigan area - a 
considerable number would 
probably explore the Romulus 
area for such home locations.

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Oxygen helps healthy rivers flow cleanly

Oxygen is a river’s best friend. 
Much of the chemicals, waste 
solids and fertilizers that Find 
their way into a river harm it be¬ 
cause they deplete the river’s oxy¬ 
gen supply. A healthy river is able 
to replenish its oxygen stores 
faster than contamination de¬ 
pletes them, so identifying the 
things that removes oxygen in the 
first place is the first step in the 
process of restoring river 

Years ago, when Michigan had 
a Territorial Governor and very 
little population, a large portion 
of land in the Rouge Watershed 


was marshy wetlands. In fact, to 
traverse what is now Wayne 
County, Indian tribes traveled 
along a ribbon of sand that ex¬ 
tended from what is now the City 
of Troy all the way to the City of 
Romulus. This sand, like much of 
our topography, was deposited 
during the last glacial period and 
provided the only dry surface 
through the area 

If you own a home with a base¬ 
ment you appreciate the benefit 
sand provides in allowing water 
to drain away from your founda¬ 
tion. This sand ribbon still exists 
today and core samples taken in 
recent years shows its depth from 


5 feet in the City of Romulus to 
over 40 feet by the time it gets to 
Troy 

A predominance of marshy 
wetlands throughout a watershed 
are the rivers second best friend. 
They support all manner of 
wildlife vegetation that helps to 
produce oxygen for the river and 
they prevent storm water from en- 
tering a river to quickly, an ex¬ 
tremely important factor in the 
health of any river 

Of course, wetlands are not 
that great a friend if you’re a 
farmer Farmers have their own 
ideas as to who they want their 
best friends to be and for the most 


part they like them to be plants 
they can sell. Since plants they 
can sell don’t grow well in a 
marsh, the first things settlers did 
when they came to Michigan was 
drain the swamps. 

This had a double negative ef¬ 
fect on the river First, it eliminat¬ 
ed a valuable cleaning process 
through the destruction of oxy¬ 
gen-giving fauna. Second, it al¬ 
lowed rainwater and melting 
snow to enter the river system too 
quickly. This rush of water into 
the river caused erosion, a very 
harmful thing for a river 

Erosion feeds on itself by caus¬ 
ing the banks of a river to be dis¬ 


turbed. The banks of the river 
support oxygen-giving fauna 
which... well you get the picture. 
It isn’t good. 

Further, it fills the river up 
with sediments from the earth 
that pollute the water and pre¬ 
vent sunlight from getting ia The 
lack of sunlight causes other 
plants on the river bottom to die 
and these plants are . . . yep . .. 
oxygen givers that also assist the 
river in cleaning itself. 

Basically, all the natural fac¬ 
tors that allow the river to clean 
itself are disturbed and the 
process slows to the point where 
it can no longer replenish oxygen

faster than it’s depleted. 

This process continues to this 
day.

With the sudden - and some 

coaches say unexpected - collapse 
of Plymouth-Salem, the race for 
the Western Lakes Conference 
basketball title is wide open. 

Leading the pack now are 
Walled Lake Western and North 
Farmington.

That 
victory came in the wake of an im¬ 
pressive 82-53 Glenn trouncing of 
Livonia FVanklin on Tuesday. 

The Westlanders have a 
wounded Dearborn, which loss its 
second of the season on FHday to 
Taylor Kennedy on a last-shot. 
The Pioneers will be our for re¬ 
demption. 

On Friday, Glenn has hapless 
Livonia Churchill, winless in six 
conference starts, to contend 
with. Both games are scheduled 
for the Glenn home court 


The two victories stretched 
Glenn’s winning streak to six. 

Glenn was forced to come from 
behind to put down an inspired 
Farmington, which grabbed a 16- 
15 first period lead, and wound 
not yield an inch to the Rockets. 

Glenn stayed close by outscor- 
ing their hosts 19-17 and went 34- 
33 at halftime. 

Then, in the third period, 6-3 
Ty Haygood came alive for the 
Rockets and fueled a 10-0 run 
with a couple of tap-ins that left 
Farmington trailing by 11 for 
three periods.

Sophomore guard, Mike Mikel, 
tossed in 19 points for Farming- 
ton. 

On Tuesday, Glenn outscored 
FVanklin 21-5 in the third period 
en route to an 82-53 victory over 
the Patriots, who remain winless 
in nine outings. 


Foder stunned FVanklin from 
long-range as he fired in five (a 
season’s high) three pointers and 
finished with 19 points. His total 
was equalled by Haygood. 

Glenn also received double-fig¬ 
ure scoring amounts from 
Stephen Woods and Ben Harris, 
who had 13 and 12 points for the 
winners.

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EMS fees may be raised 
$1©0 in Westland

Your next heart attack 
might cost you an extra $100. 

The Westland City Council may 
raise EMS (emergency service) ad¬ 
vanced life support rescue fees for 
residents from $400 to $500 at 
next Monday night’s meeting. 
Regular rescue fees for resi¬ 
dents will be raised from $100 
to $168.31. 

Council members are con¬ 
sidering the fee hike after Fire 
Chief Mark Neal said the raise 
was necessary to foot the bill 
for EMS. 

The problem is that EMS 
only generated $569,234 last 
year instead of the projected 
$750,000. 

This year EMS is projected 
to generate $690,000. 

Neal said that unless the 
city hikes fees, they may lose 
out on Medicare reimburse¬ 
ments. 

‘‘Medicare is about to freeze 
fees," he said. “But Medicare 
allows for a higher level of re¬ 
imbursement with increased 
fees.” 

Neal said that the proposed 
change would increase rescue 
revenues by another $150,000 
to $200,000 a year. 

Neal listed a number of 


EMS-related problems that 
were costing the city money. 

“We are at risk for failure to 
meet Medicare compliance 
rules,” he said. “Our billing 
has the potential to be out of 
compliance.” 

That would prevent the city 
from collecting Medicare pay¬ 
ments for rescues. 

“Our software is difficult to 
use and is not capable of pro¬ 
viding reports to queries,” he 
said. “Technical support is al¬ 
most nonexistent.” 

Besides the software defi¬ 
ciency, Neal said that the city’s 
billing secretary is not able to 
keep up with the volume of 
EMS billing without help from 
a temporary secretary. There¬ 
fore, unless the city hires an 
outside firm to handle billing 
and collections, a second per¬ 
manent billing secretary 
would have to be hired, he 
said. 

Additionally, the city’s 
computer system has failed 
and cost the city money, a situ¬ 
ation that Neal said would also 
be remedied by hiring an out¬ 
side billing firm. 

Thus, Neal proposed hiring 
an experienced outside con¬ 
tractor with its own computers 
and software for EMS billing 
to: eliminate the compliance 


problem; eliminate computer 
hardware and software costs;, 
eliminate computer technical 
support problems; eliminate 
some union requirements re¬ 
lated to revenue collections; 
and eliminate the need for a 
temporary secretary in the fire 
department. 

Neal said that an outside 
agency would probably in¬ 
crease the percentage of col¬ 
lections from 68 to 85 percent 
since the bills would not come 
from the city. 

“People think the city has 
deep pockets,” said Council- 
woman Sharon Scott, explain¬ 
ing why collections are so low. 

Neal said the switch to an 
outside billing company would 
increase the city’s revenue by 
$100,000 after the contractor’s 
fees are paid. If all the changes 
are made, Neal said that the 
city should pull in 
$940,000 $990,000 in the 
1999-2000 budget year. 

Councilwoman Justine 
Barns questioned whether the 
switch to an outside firm 
would prevent the city from 
making hardship allowances 
for needy people. Neal as¬ 
sured her that there would be 
no change: hardship al¬ 
lowances would still be made.

Combined with 
the power train control mod¬ 
ule, it helps monitor the fuel 
delivery, ignition timing and 
emissions system detect dete¬ 
rioration or malfunction. A 
money saver in the long run if 
you like to run with the bulls. 

I don’t know about you, but 
in my neighborhood it is al¬ 
ways a little on the dark side 
even if the street lights are 
working.
